He 
gave a little supper, and invited W le, Whar- 
ton, Bristow, and somebody else. i was 
then United States District Attorney for Louis- 
ville. I was struck with his large, public-man 
kind of port and carriage, deep voice, Kentucky 
accent and look, f yet dignified address, 
with something of the blush of youth in 


and Northern supremacy. I believe I said 
that night that should live to see him 
in Washington, but I never associated his name 
or characteristics with the Treasury. I fear now 
that he will be a very good man misplaced, 
though perhaps we give to money and its laws a 
significance too superstitious, and separate them 
too widely from the other business of life. As At- 
torney-General or Secretary of War, this appoint- 
ment might have been naturally received. Bris- 
tow has been the President’s favorite for Attor- 
ney-General, Associate Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, and other offices. He 
has been a courageous and efficient Distgict At- 
torney, and an unchallenged Solicitor- eral 
of the United States. . The nearest approach he 
has made to holding a financial situation was in 
association with Thomas A. Scott as the advisory 
officer and Texas agent of the Texas Pacific 
Railroad. He did aot like the business, and, as 


dignantly, as too demeaning for a lawyer and 
man of honor. I think he has no great of even 
tolerable private fortune, but owes his promotion 
to the President's friendship and appreciation. 
Whether he will have the courage to sweep 
the Treasury. overhaul its abuses, *end 
stop extortion and irregularity there, will prob- 
ably depend upon the amount of moral support 
he will receive from the President. For the 
arty and its leaders I do not believe he will 
— more consideration than fair official respect 
implies. He has no liking for the institution of 
carpet-baggery. He is a gentleman much above 
the average tone of the Cabinet. He -belongs 
legitimately to the State whence he is selected, 
and by predilection to the party of the Union 
and Emancipation. ‘ His ‘nomination is experi- 
mental, but he is no blatherekite, like Richard- 
son, to*talk finance while eating pea- nuts, as if 
a Secretary of the Treasury wus a sort of intel- 
lectual Midas, to turn all he touched in the way 
of small talk to gold and bank-notes, Sincere, 
ambitious, cautious, observing, educated, hon- 
orable, honest, dignified, and very modest, he 
may be the founder of a name in this country. 
He may, also, find the conditions of his 8 
ment, and the restraitits thrown around in 
the way of patronage, too embarrassing to 
act as- he ‘would le. But he 
will never hold the olfice, like Mr. Richardson, 
in the face of prolonged popular contempt, nor 
as a henchman of any politician. less than the 
President. I should prophesy that he will have no 
policy except vigilance and safety. He used to 
have great personal admiration for Oliver P. 
Morton as a Union War-Governor. He was the 
favorite and the loyal adherent and friend of 
Gen. George H. Thomas. His intimate political 
acquaintances are Judge Bland Ballard, James 
Speed, Gen. Harlan, of Kentucky, and the Whig 
and Union leaders of the State. Heis a Whig 
by tradition. His habits are unexceptionable, 
his life pure, his social status equal to anybody’s 
of youth and record im the State, and he was an 
officer in the War, too earnest for the Union to 
have any rivalries of his own, and too high- 
minded to share in other people’s wrangles. Had 
the Cabinet been all_reconstructed, and a higher 
level of man — put in it, Bristow's 
apparition there would have deen less a sur- 
prise. I fear that he will be in the Cabinet long 
enough to wonder what spontaneous and cotton- 
tree timber ig used to make the Executive 
framework of great States. ;

COMMITTEE REPORTS. . 

Mr. SCOTT, from the Committee on Finance 
reported favorably on the House bill to amend 
the charter of th® Freedmen’s Sarings and 
Trust Company. Passed. 

The bil provides that, within ten days after 
enactment, the Comptroller of the — 
shall appoint three Commissioners, who, under 
his direction and the control of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, shall take possession of the books 
and all assets of the bank and its branches, and 
proceed to wind up all the business of said bank 
and its branches, and pay into the United States 
Treasury all the money realized therefrom. The 
Comptroller of the Currency is to declare and 
pay dividends as results may justify, The Com- 
sioners are to receive a 
annum, and give bonds in @: 
provided, however, that if in the progress of 
winding up, the issioners and Comptroller 
of the Currency shall at any time be of opinion 
that the banks can resume under its old charter, 
they may with consent of the Secretary of the 
Treasury turn it overto the Board of Trustees, 
who shall then resume their present powers. 
1 SAVINGS-BANES. 

Mr. SHERMAN, from the Committee on 
Finance, reported favorably on the House bill 
explanatory of the act of June 30, 1864, in re- 
gard to savings-banks, with the amendment, 
which was agreed to, and the bill passed. It 
reads as follows: That all deposits 
made in the institutions now exist- 
ing which do business only as 
sa vings- banks, and are recognized as such by the 
laws of their respective States, or by Congress, 
are hereby declared to be exempt from taxation 
the same w deposits in savings-institutions hav- 
ing no capital,and though they have capital 
stock or ds for the additional security of 
their de rs and pay.dividends thcreon ; 
and no tax shall be assessed upon the deposits 
made in such institutions or collected on their 
said deposits, otherwise than ase herein pro- 
vided. Provided, that ali the profits of such 
sa vings-banks, less the aforemeutioned divi- 
dends on stock, not exceeding at the rate of 
8 per cent per annum, are divided among the 
depositors, and that the capital stock is invested 

y in the same class of securities as that is- 
sued for invested de ta, and that interest at 
arate not less than 44¢ per cent be paid in all 
cases to their i to be made good, if 
necessary, from al stock. 

CHEAP TRANSPORTATION. ° 

The morning hour having expired, the CHAIR 
called up unfinished —— being the cheap- 
transportation resolution of Mr. Windom. 

CONSULAR BILL. , 

It was laid aside informally, and the Senate 
proceeded to the consideration of the Consular 
and Diplomatic Appropriation bill. Several 
amendments were agreed to. The bill was then 
read a third time and passed.

g River and Harbor Appropriation bill, to com- 
plete the survey and estimates for each of ‘the 
improvements recommended by the Select Com- 
mittee on Transportation upon four routes indi- 
cated in the report of that Committee. He said 
it was not his intention to go over the 
subject of cheap transportation again, as 
the Oommittee had fully reviewed 
it. His object now was to obtain an 
expression of the views of the Senate on the 
subject. The cost of these surveys would be in 
the neighborhood of $200,000. He came before 
the Senate with the firm conviction that to carry 
out the system of improvement recommended 
by the Committee would reduce the cost of living 
to farmers and mechanics and laboring people. 
He believed the Committee on Transportation 
was correct in its conclusion that the enhanced 
value of lands in the eight States alone would be 
$1,000,000,000 upon the completion of the im- 

rovements recommended. He hoped the reso- 

ution would have no opposition, but be passed, 

so that hereafter when the Senate should be 
called upon to act upon this system of improve- 
ments, it might do so with intelligence.

The New Capitol of town. 


From the Iowa City Republican, 
We were at Des Moines last week and inter- 


viewed the new Capitol, or what there is of it, 
‘and it is certainly a most interestin 


object to 
visit. If a man wishes tosee work built to stand 
forever he can find it there, if anywhere. The 
great mass of the work done is below surface, 
and this immense cellar is divided into numer- 
ous compartments, and is arched over so that it 
does not show from above, but a half-hour's tour 
through its rooms and passages will show the im- 
mense amount of material and labor that has 
been put into it. This cellar was complete last 
fall, They are now at work upon the basement 
story, into whieh they put Johnson Count 
stone, and are making some splendid walls wit 
them. The bottom course of the walls is gran- 
ite, mostly of a dark color, which is brought 
from Sauk Rapids, above St. Paul. It is in 
immense blocks, and for the position it is used 
for is a magnificent stone. They have used in 
this course some Buchanan County boulders. It 
will require an enormous amount of atone to 
complete this basement wall, but, above these, 
it is thought the Johnson County stone will not 
do. For the basement wall the stones are dressed 
with a picked surface, in which the spots which 
occur in. these stones do not appear, but above 
the stones will be hammered smooth, and will 
show every imperfection of surface. in, the 
stone are found not to be entirely reliable. We 
saw halt-a-dozen which had withstood the shock 
of quarrying, hauling, and bandling, and some 
essing, and then broken in the der- 
rick which was raising them to the wall, or the 
defect was discover before they had gone 80 
far, and all this from hidden seams. The stone 
ia so strong that where a little is sound it will 
hold together, with aseam running through 
most of it, and when some severe strain comes 
upon it this will give way, and sometimes in a 
very dangerous manner. It will make a splendid 
basement-wall, but will mot probably be used 
further.

1. It was a mistake to regard the plea of “ not 
guilty” as sny reason for the acquittal of the accused, 
The plea was pro forma, Without it no issue would 
have been joined, and there would have been no case 
to try. * 

2. It was a mistake to consider the declaration of the 
accused that he was “‘a New-School Presbyterian ” as 
a reason for his acquittal, This declaration was 
not equivalent tot an avowal of his ac- 
ceptance of the Confession of Faith as 
containing the system of doctrine taught in the word 
of God, is deciaration does not set forth what we 
understand New School Presbyterianisam to be. 

3. It was a mistake to regard his declaration that he 
held in the evangelical sense the Inspiration of the 
Scriptures, the Trinity, the Divinity of Christ, the office 
of Christ asa mediator when grasped by an obedient 
faith, conversion by God’s spirit, man’s natural 
sinfulness, and the final separation of the righteous 
and the wicked as a reason for this acquittal, because 
(a) the word “ evangelical ” is indefinite ; it is used by 
some and there is good reason for ene that it is 
used by Prof. Swing with very great latitude; () the 
doctrines named are vaguely stated and do not 
necessarily imply that the accuser holds them as they 
are formulated in the Wetminster symbols; (c) the 
published writings of Mr. 8 may be fairly regard- 
ed as interpreting his creed, and he has made state- 
ments in them which are at variance with fundamen- 
tal doctrines of the Confession of Faith. 

4. It was a mistake to regard the Articles of Belief 
set forth in the declaration of the accused as a reason 
for his acgyittal, because, even though the doctrines 
embodied in it were shown to be held by the accused 
in the sense in which they are taught in our standards, 
it must be remembered that they do not contain some 
of the important doctrines held by our Church, and 
that elsewbere in his declaration he distinctly affirms 
that he teaches that the Presbyterian Church is a 
Church of the common evangelical doctrines, that the 
Church actual fs different from the Church historic 
and that he clearly intimates that he does not hold 


tome of the doctrines of the Confession of Faith, 


5. It was a mistake to affirm that in a trial for heresy 
the evidence must be suflicient to remove au possible 
doubt, This proposition was laid down as an unques- 
tionably legal principle, and as such is embodied in the 
„reasons of the Presbytery. for ite decision, The 
principle affirmed by the Presbytery is not only with- 
out authority, but the precedents cited in support of it 

the contrary doctrine. (See cases of Craighead 
and Barnes, in O. S. and N. 8. Digests.) The effect 
of this principle would be to make th@ condemnation 
of heresy impossible, and to render hopeless every 
effort of the Church to protect herself against false 
teachers, 

6. In the record of reasons for the decision of the 
Presbytery, it is assumed in the first place that the ac- 
cuser accepts and adopts the Auburn declaration, and 
it is agreed im the second place that all who hold the 
views of Calvinistic doctrine as set forth in this Dec- 
laration are entitled to good in the ministry 
of the Presbyterian Church, The first proposition can 
be proved to be untrue, and the second has not 
been called in question, This is enough to show that 
the accused was really acquitted by the Presbytery on 
an issue which had not been joined before it. 

7, The Presbytery took the ground chat they were 
compelled to acquit the accused or impeach his integ- 
rity.

The question of the alleged insanity, which has 
been set up as a bar to further proceedings, was 
tried before Lord Penzance and a jury in 1870, 
and resulted in à verdict that Lady Mordaunt 
was at the commencement of the suit and had 
since remained in such mental disorder as to be 
unable to give instructions for her defense. An 
order was subsequently granted restraining fur- 
ther proceedings until Lady Mordaunt should 
recover her mental capacity. although the Lord 
Ohief Baron dissented from the opinion. 

On the appeal from this order to the full 
bench of the Divorce Court it was sustained by 
a majority of the Judges, the Lord Chief Baron 
however, dissenti rom the opinion of Lo 
Penzance and Mr. Justice Keating, and being of 
opinion that the 9 nego s should be. stayed 
only for a limited time, unless the respondent 
should in the mean time recover. 

From this decision Sir Charles Mordaunt ap-

A Duel om the Street—Both Parties 
Badiy Wounded. 

From the Jackson (Tenn.) Whig and Tribuns, May 30. 

On Tuesday evening last. at 5 o'clock A. J. 
Sellers and J. N. Patterson met by prior ar- 
rangement in the streets of Cotton Grove, a vil- 
lage eight miles east of this city, the former 
armed with a double-barreled shot-gun and two 
single-barreled pistols, and the latter with a 
. and fought one of the most desperate 
duels on record. After several shots Sellers 
fell, bleeding from three painful wounds, one in 
the right shoulder, another in the right temple, 
and the third in the upper hip, and Patterson re- 
tired with a ball in his left side. The following 
are the facts of this bloody encounter, as fur- 
nished us by a reliabie gentleman: Patterson 
was living with and working for one of the 
Sellers. n Saturday last he purchased a new 
suit of clothes, and on Sunday morning A. J. 
Sellers wanted to try them on. This Patter- 
son objected to; but still Sellers insisted 
that he would, and straightway went at 
it. Patterson then snatched the clothing from 
Sellers, and remarked that no gentleman would 
act ih that way. This Sellers promptly resented 
by inviting Patterson out to fight him. Patter- 
son declined the invitation, alleging that Sellers 
was too large for and that he, Patterson, 
bad a crippled hand. Sellers then pro to 
fight it out in some other way.

We, the undersigned brakeman of the C. & A. R. R., 
do mutually agree not to work for $40 and $45, on and 
after June 1, 1874. 

Consequently, a large meeting of brakemen 
was held last Saturday at the Bloomington Depot 
ot the Chicago & Alton Railroad, when 

3 THE FOLLOWING RESOLUTIONS 
were adopted : 

1. Be it resolved, That we, the undersigned brakemen 
in the employ of the Chicago, Alton & St. Louis Rajl- 
road, who. have been informed that our wages from 
June 1, 1874, will be reduced to $45 and $40 per month, 
that we will under to circumstances whatever work 
for said Company, in the capacity which we have here- 
tofore filled, for less than 660. 

2. Be it resolved, That we, the said brakemen, in the 
employ of said railroad, do quietly and quit 
the service of said Company on the lst of day of June, 
1874, or as near to that date as our runs will permit, 
Also that we will use no violence or prejudice against 
said Company or their property. 

3. Be it resolved, That any brakeman in the employ 
of said Railroad. Coppany who agrees to comply with 
resolution No, 1, and f to comply with the require- 
ments of said resolution, that we use every means in 
our power to prevent him or them from working as 
brakeman for said Railroad Company. 

4. Be it resolved, That we abstain from intoxicating 
drinks durin e time we are laying off waiting for a 
settlement with said Railroad Company, and that we 
use every means in our power to prevent a riot, even 
in its mildest form. 

5. Be it resolved, That we, the said brakemen, in the 
employ of said Railroad Company, who do agree to the 
above resoiutions, do also agree to do all in our power 
to forward the cause which we are now 1. — in. 
and that we will use all the persuasion and influence 
we possess to prevent other men from filling tne va- 
cancies we make by quitting, 

This meeting adjourned to meet at the Bloom- 
ington Turner-Hall Saturday afternoon, when 
about fifty of the disaffected. brakemen were 
present. Atthis meeting a committee was ap- 
pointed to wait upon Mr. Vaughan, Train Mas- 
ter of the Company, for the purpose of inform- 
ing him of the action the brakemen had taken. 

| ‘THE COMMITTEE 

waited upon that gentleman the same afternoon 
at 4 o'clock, and they expressed them- 
selves in favor of a compromise. He 
replied to. them in writing that he 
believed it to be the intention of the Company 
to pay as high wages as other roads running into 
Chicago, and that the Company had made this 
reduction because they had n paying so much 
more than others. He also recommended that 
the members. of the Committee visit Chicago 
and satisfy themselves as to the wages other 
roads were paying. In compliance with this 
recommendation the Committee visited Chicago 
Monday morning and visited several of the 
offices of other roads. They claim that 
they fagnd that the Chicago & Northwestern, 
Chicago, Danville & Vincennes, and Michigan 
Central Roads pay $50 a month to their brake- 
men.
